The sagacious hog j 
will starve before he will eat the poison- 
ous trash. Crude radishes are the most 
indigestible food that can be taken into 
the human stomach, independent cf the 
acrid, poisonous substance they contain. 
“Bat they do not hurt me,” exclaims 
oue; “lean eat them with impunity, and 
with a relish.” But, dear reader, do 
you not have the headache, or a bad 
breath? Have you uo doctor's bills to 
pay? A radish eaten in the spring mav 
cause a fever in the fall. If anv one 
doubts the poisonous qualities cf radish- 
es, let them cut iu thin slices three or 
four, aud soak them in water for twelve 
hours, and theu taste the water. Out 
word for it, they will never taste anoth- 
er radish. As a watchman upon the 
horticultural lower, we cannot commend 
the culture of a vegetable that we know 
to be injurious — Soil of the South.
